GM Pay stockholders, Alfred P. Sloan jr., president 
Rate at of General Motors Corp., revealed that in 
High Level 1935 General Motors expanded its opera- 


tions both domestically and overseas, and 
increased its payrolls 22.7 per cent to $323,030,599, the 
highest total since 1929, while at the same time striving 
for greater continuity of employment and earnings for 
the worker. Sloan placed special emphasis on labor eco- 
nomics and plant developments in his report, which 
covered in detail the operations of General Motors for 
the year. 

“It is not possible at this time,” Sloan said, “to 
present an accurate statistical measurement of the im- 
provement in the economic position of the corporation’s 
employes during the year under review. The average 
working hours per week increased during the year, as 
compared with the previous year, by approximately 11 
per cent. There was an increase in the average hourly 
wage rate during the year of approximately 5 per cent, 
as compared with the previous year. The current average 
hourly rate is the highest in the history of the corpora- 
tion and exceeds the average hourly rate of the highly 
prosperous year of 1929 by approximately 5 per cent. 
Moreover, the purchasing power of the current average 
hourly wage rate is considerably greater than was that 
of the 1929 rate, because the cost of living, according to 
the latest report of the United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, is about 18 per cent lower than it was in 1929.
